PRIVATE CONTROL 
FOR SHIPS JUNE | 


Nation is Rapidly Losing Grip on 
Foreign Trade Under Operation 
of Federal Shipping Board 


San Francisco—That the division of 
operation of the United States Shipping 
Board will be discontinued on June 1 
and Uncle Sam will be eliminated as an 
active manager of ships on that date was 
officially announced at the local offices of 
the shipping board Friday night, May 10. 

The thousands of vessels that have 
been operated under the direct manage- 
ment of the operating division are to be 
turned over to scores of steamship com- 
panies, both on the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and many thousand officials and em- 
ployees of this branch of the service will 
lose their positions. 

The change in the ship operation pro- 
gramme of the government it is sald 
was brought about by the action of the 
ship control committee, the membership 
of which consists principally of repre 
sentatives of the leading steamship con- 
cerns of the country. 

The explanation offered is that under 
shipping board operation it developed 
that the United States was rapidly sur- 
rendering its grip on foreign’ trade 


- through the disorganization of the trade 


facilities established by the shipping 
concerns after an effort of many years. 

It is said the committee had little dif- 
ficulty in proving that under private ini- 
tative, together with the possession of 
sufficient ships, including many of the 
giant liners taken over from the Ger- 
mans, the foreign markets could be not 
only retained but also greatly developed. 

The immediate result of the suspen- 
sion of the operating division is that the 
managements of every steamship com- 
pany on both coasts are expected to rush 
representatives to Washington, eacn 
anxious to secure its share of the huge 
fleet to be turned over. 

It was -learned that the official an- 
nouncement had . been” received from 
Washington. 

That the change was anticipated in 
some quarters is generally believed from 
the fact that numerous steamship man- 
agers are in Washington while others 
are on their way. 

As one immediate result, it {s expected 
that the American-Hawailan Steamship 
Company and the Luckenbach Company 
will restore their San Francisco Atlantic 
service in the near future. 

The former concern has already ap- 
plied for a renewal of its lease on pler 
32, which was surrendered at the begin- 
ning of the war and turned over to the 
Shipping Board. 

The apnouncement created intense in- 
ferge* @mong shipping men, each ven- 
turing a different explanation. Many 
were of the opinion that the change will 
work to a disadvantage of the smaller 
concerns. 


FORMER ARMY OFFER 
CHUGHT ROBBING BANK 


Discharged Lieutenant Pleads Lack 
of Work for Holdup at Oakland

San Francisco.—Lester E. Banker, a 
discharged army officer, pointed a re- 
volver at Fred E. Parfitt, manager of the 
College-avenue branch of the Security 
Bank of Savings in Oakland at noon 
Thursday, May 9, and forced the banker 
to hand over $2154. 

Banker calmly walked out of the bank 
and boarded an Oakland-Antioch train a 
block away. Then he lost his nerve, 
left the train, gave himself up to a po- 
liceman near the bank and returned the 
gold and currency. 

Clifford Osgood, crippled bookkeeper in 
the bank, was the only person except 
Parfitt that saw the holdup. Believing 
the robber would attempt to leave on an 
Oakland-Antioch train, Osgood hurried 
to the station and asked the conductor to 
hold it until the police arrived. 

“The rain didn’t pull out on time,” so 
I knew the jig was up,” Banker told 
Police Inspectors St. Clair Hodgkins and 
Thomas Pardee. “I saw a_ policeman 
shortly after I left the train on the way 
back to the bank and told him I was the 
man he sought.” 

Banker entered the bank shortly be- 
fore noon and asked Parfitt for a check 
book. The manager turned to answer a 
telephone and when he faced the window 
again the robber was leaning against the 
desk, a handkerchief covering the revol- 
ver in his right hand. 

“T'll take all the money you have,” 
Banker said, displaying his revolver. 
Parfitt handed over all the money in 
sight. The robber distributed the gold 
and currency in the pockets of his me- 
chanic’s overalls. 

“Now you keep still until I get away,” 
he ordered. He walked to the Oakland 
‘Antioch station at College and Shafter 
avenues and boarded a train. 

Banker told the police he conceived the 
of robbing the bank three days ago. 
Bb said he needed the money to pay his 
Prsonal debts and the hospital bills of 
is wife, Mrs. Leah Banker, who is sick 
at the Alta Bates Sanatorium in Berke- 
ley. The robber said he intended to re- 


\ turn the rest of the money to the bank. 


“I was desperate,” he said. “I was dis- 
charged recently from the United States 
army. I was a First Lieutenant at Camp 
Kearny. I was honorably discharged 
January 4, for physical ailments, but I 
couldn’t get work. I had used all my 


“money and $500 of borrowed money to 


pay for my equipment. A friend from 
whom I had borrowed money threatened 
to sue me. First I thought of suicide. 
Then I decided to rob the bank, take as 
much money as I needed and return the 
rest. I hoped to escape on the Sacra- 
mento-bound Oakland-Antioch train.” 
Banker is a son of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
H. Banker of 2536 Benvenue avenue, 
Berkeley. He lived formerly at 5684 Col- 


-fege avenue. He is 28 years old.

The probationary period was fixed at ten 
years. Carter was directed to repay the 
gas company the total amount of $2640 
at the rate of $25 o- more a month. 


Kedwood City.—Superior Judge George 
H. Buck made a partial settlement of the 
domestic differences of Mrs. Gladys M. 
Patterson of San Mateo and her hus- 
band, E. KR. Patterson, wealthy stock- 
holder of the Western Meat Company, 
by appointing Patterson guardian of the 
two children, Miriam and Ernest, and 
making Mrs. Patterson their custodian. 
The mother was ordered, howver, not to 
take the children out of San Mateo 
county. She had brought suit for di- 
vorce a few weeks ago. 


Visalia—The monthly report of C. F. 
Collins, the Horticultural Commissioner 
of Tulare county, as filed with the board 
of supervisors, shows a great increase in 
the work done for eradication of ground 
squirrels. This report shows that dur- 
ing the thirty-day period 124 cases of 
prepared poison were used, 1097 gallons 
of carbon bisulphide were converted into 
gas, 17,500 gas balls were burned and 
fifty galons of distillate conumed. One 
hundred and forty-four persons were no- 
tifled to clean up their premises or take 
the legal consequences. 


Placerville.—Johnson Hunter, a half- 
breed Indian, was trailed to his hiding 
place in Pleasant valley, twenty miles 
from here May 9 and arrested for the 
murder late the same day in Pleasant 
Valley of twenty-three year old Eva 
I'rench. The posse that located Hunter 
was headed by Sheriff Charles Hand 
and Hunter's brother, Bernard, who, ac- 
cording to the police, was in love with 
the slain girl. Johnson Hunter, accord- 
ing to Sheriff Hand, admitted the crime 
but gave no motive for it.

Hunter was employed by the girl’s par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. A. Z. French, pioneer 
settlers in Pleasant valley. 


PIONEER OF 1847 FOUND 
DEAD IN ALAMEDA HOME 


Wellington Gregg, Sr. Came to Cali- 
fornia With Donner Party 


San Francisco.—Wellington Gregg, Sr., 
a pioneer of 1847, and a San Francisco 
business man for many years, was 
found dead in bed Thursday morning, 
May:7, at the home of his son, Harry B. 
Gregg, 1608 Fernside boulevard, Alame- 
da. ° 

Gregg was only 6 years old when his 
parents crosed the plains to California 
with an emigrant train in which were 
nearly 1000 persons. Indians followed 
the pioneers over much of the route, 
openly hostile, but there were no bat- 
tles on the plains. 

In his young manhood Gregg’s family 
removed to Oregon. A few years later 
he returned to California and engaged in 
mining. Grege lived for years at Napa, 
where one of the survivors of the Donner 
party and Frank Leach, former Director 
of the Mint, were members of the fam- 
ily circle. 

From Napa Gregg removed to San 
Francisco. Here he was in the cement 
and lime business with his son, Harry B. 
Gregg. Five years ago he removed to 
Alameda, and two years ago he retired 
from active business. 

Gregg was 77 years old and a native 
of Missouri. He is survived by three sons 
and a daughter, Harry B. Gregg, F. Well- 
ington Gregg, Jr., vice-president and 
cashier of the Crocker National Bank; 
Will C. Gregg, a San Francisco stock and 
bond broker, and Mrs. L. 8. Aston of 
Alameda. Mrs. Stewart Haldron, form- 
erly Miss Enid Gregg, is a granddaugh- 
ter. She christened recently one of 
three vessele launched together at the 
Moore shipyards in Oakland. 

Gregg was in good health until the day 
before his death. Last Wednesday he 
said he wae feeling sick, and the next 
morning he was found dead in bed.

London.—The stupendousness of the 
American. war program has stuggered 
the people of Great Brituin. -ReaHza- 
tlou of the fact that Uncle Sain Is lo 
the war to fight it to a finish and 
that he has the men and money has 
given new energy and optimism to the 
People of England. While there was 
never any doubt in their mind that the 
allies could prevent a German victory, 
they are pulling together now with 
new vigor and determination, fully 
believing that with the powerful help 
of America they and their French, 
Belgian and Italian allies can give 
Germany a crushing blow either this 
year or next. 

Germar treatment of Russia has si- 
lenced the would-be pacifists. The 
element which has hoped for a termi- 
nation of the war with a compromise 
peace has been transformed into a 
most militant body now that the 
naked hand of the German annexa- 
tionists has been exposed. The cry 
everywhere in Great Britain is for a 
continuation of the war until the ac- 
ceptance of the allied terms has been 
assured. Whether the country is war 
weary or not is a small matter now 
that German duplicity has again been 
revealed by the action in Russia. 

Has Stiffened All Allies. 
That the United States has stiffened 


up all the allies is most obvious. The |! 


newest of the anti-German nations has 
amazed the European world with its 
industry in war preparation. There 
is no longer talk that the United 


States will be unable to do any actual : 


fighting this year. 


Uncle Sam’s sol- |

glowing accounts of their proficiency | 


as fighters.

A French journalist who had an op- 
portunity to see the Americans at 
close range says they will quickly de- 
velop into the best fighters on ‘the 
front. They have courage, alertness 
and skill, and, as the journalist said, 
they are “there to kill Germans till 
the war is ended.” As the Americans 
put it. “We have blood in our eye, 
and when we meet a Hun it’s either 
a dead Hun or a dead Yank.” 

Marks Turning Point of War. 

There-ts no Knowledge here as to 
how mapy Americans are in the battle 
line, but from the fact that reports 
of frequent skirmishes with them come 
from headquarters it is estimated that 
there is a considerable fighting force. 
The Germans have encountered them 
where they expected to find them and 
where they did not expect to find 
them. 

The entrance of the United States 
marked the turning point in the war. 
German prisoners captured recently, 
according to reports here, give hints 
that the Germans realize that they 
have reached their maximum and are 
now facing a steadily growing army. 

Persons in England—a great many 
of the Americans—who months ago 
said that the United States would do 
a great deal of talking and little in 
actual achievement have changed their 
tune. The dispatches of recent date 
saying that the United States has ap- 
propriated more than a billion dollars 
for its aircraft program caused people 
here to “sit up and take notice.” The 


Subsequent news that Uncle Sam ts 
uilding an ordnance base in France 
at a cost of $50,000,000, which will 
have in it 450 officers and 16,000 men, 
also caused wide comment. 

It is being realized now that the 
United States has been taking giant 
strides and that in war, as in every- 
thing else she undertakes, she does 
business on a giant scale. 

Men with whom I have talked fairly 
gasp at the magnitude of the prepara- 
tions of the United States. They say 
that if the war continues another year 
or two the United States will have an 
army almost as powerful as any of 
the allies and equipment and supplies 
enough for all. The marvelous fea- 


ture of ft all to the Britons is that the 
United States is doing it all tn the 
face of the fact that it 1s 3,000 miles 
away from the scene of battle and 
that it is fighting for a principle and 
nothing else.

7,000 MILES TO JOIN ARMY 


After traveling 7,000 miles to get a 
chance to join the United States army, 
Joseph R. Guiteras, a mining engineer, 
appealed to Draft Inspector Martin 
Conboy of New York to aid him to 


realize his ambition. Mr. Conboy gave 
him a letter of introduction to the 
commander of the Twenty-seventh Bn- 
gineering corps stationed at Camp 
Meade. 
Guiterus was graduated from the 
School of Mines at Columbia univer- 
sity. with the class of ‘ll. For the 
last two years he has been working 
for the Braden Copper company in the 
Andes mountains. When war broke 
out between America and Germany the 
young engineer, he is about thirty 
years old, went to the United States 
embassy in Valparaiso, Chile, and ask- 
ed for permission to join’ the 
American forces in his professional ca- 
pacity. The embassy officials were 
unable to make the arrangements. 
Then the draft law was passed and 
his father, Daniel N. Guiteras, former- 
ly a surgeon in the navy, registered 
him in Denver, Colo. His brother, Ju- 
Han G. Guiteras, went with the expe- 
ditionary forces to France. The min- 
ing engineer finally threw up his job 
and started for the States.

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PERMANENT FARM 
LABOR PROBLEM 


Question Which Should Be Given 
Serious Consideration by 
Farmer. 


ONE SOLUTION IS OFFERED 


Good Homes, Falr Wages and Some 
Privileges Wil! Attract Desirable 
Men Who Understand Farm 
Work. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Washington.—The supply of perman- 
ent farm labor—note the word perman- 
ent—will not be assured in many sec- 
tions of the country, and on some 
farms, at least, in every section of the 
country, unless more attractive living 
conditions are offered the families of 
hired hands on farms. 

War conditions cause a farm labor 
problem that can be solved only by 
emergency methods. Throughout the 
nation communities will solve their 
war problems of farm labor shortage 
by utilizing as temporary farm help 
town volunteers and high school boys— 
by diverting to agricultural activity 
man power that would not and could 
not be so used except in a real emer- 
gency. But the town men of farm ex- 
perience who go to the fields this spring 
and summer and fall will be actuated 
solely by patriotism rather than the 
financial return of the undertaking. 
They are going back to town as soon 
as their war work on farms is finished. 
And, while their services are vastly 
valuable from a war standpoint, they 
are not helping at all to solve the prob- 
lem of permanent farm help. But the 
man who expects to work on a farm 
steadily, year in and year out, is pro 
foundly interested in the question of 
housing, living conditions and net re- 
muneration for farm work as compared 
with town work. 


Provide Good Homes. 


The attitude of thousands of married 
men who are skilled farm workers, 
who have left the country to find town 
employment, but who will return to 
farm work permanently provided farm 
living conditions are comparable in or- 
dinary comforts to those in town. is 
expressed in this letter recently pub- 
lished in a Texas paper: 


“IT am sending in my view of the 
farm labor problem. I have been try- 
ing to get a job.on the farm the last 
month ; still trying to do so. I can find 
plenty of jobs for a single man .. . 
but the farmers so far as I have found 
have no tefiant houses, or if they have 
one it would not make a good stable. 
Most of the farmers that I have found 
will not permit a farm hand to raise a 
garden or chickens or hogs or own a 
cow or horse, and the prevalent pay 
is insufficient to support a family un- 
der such conditions. I believe if the 
farmers would build comfortable 
houses and either pay better wages or 
give more privileges, it would be the 
city man calling for help instead of the 
farmers.” 


There are many evidences of an in- 
creasing desire on the part of men with 
families, now living in towns and cit- 
ies but with experience as skilled farm 
workers, to go back to the country. 
They left the farm because they be- 
lieved they could make more money, get 
more satisfaction out of life, give more 
pleasures and opportunities to their 
families in town. Many have been dis- 
appointed. They are willing to return 
to the farm at a smaller cash wage 
than they receive in town, if they have 
a fairly good house and are allowed to 
have a garden and raise a few pigs 
and perhaps have the use of a cow. 


Labor Problem Remains. 


What about it? You are a farmer 
and you are looking for permanent 
farm help; not only emergency help 
to produce and harvest war crops, but 
a man or men to live on your farm and 
work the year round. Are your tenant 
houses the kind of places a man would 
like for his family to call home? Are 
they the kind you would like to live 
in? 

“Oh!” you say, “The other man is 
looking for a job and I am not. I own 
the farm; he wants to work on the 
farm. Do you expect the hired hand 
to have as good a house as the owner? 
If he doesn’t like this house he can 
leave it!” 

Well, the trouble is that is just what 
he will do—and you will continue to 
have a farm labor problem on your 
hands. Of course no one expects the 
hired hand to have as good a house as 
the farmer: But he does want a com- 
fortable place for his family to live in, 
and failure to find that on the farms is 
one of the reasons for the steadily de- 
creasing supply of permanent farm 
help in recent years. 

It may not please the farmer to face 
the fact; nevertheless the truth is that 


the skilled farm hand is in a position | 


to be quite as independent about the 
proposition as the farmer himself. 
When the farmer says “Take this house 
or leave it,” the really first-class man 


knows he can get a good job else- | 


where—and he leaves! 

So it may be profitable for some 
farmers—not all, of course—to think 
that over, bearing in mind that let-

9, the shells causing fires in the villages 
of Cantigny and Mesnil St. Georges 
(West of Montdidier) held by the Ger- 
mans. 


At the request of the Federal authori- 
ties, who are endeavoring to round up 
all draft dodgers, the police of New York 
City raided ten Turkish baths, arrested 
thirty-seven men who could not pro- 
duce registration cords. 


Captain Archie Roosevelt, who was 
wounded by shell fragments on March 
7, has sufficiently recovered to take 
walks. He says he is feeling fine and 
wishes to return to the front, but is un- 
certain when he will be discharged from 
the hospital. 


The United States Lebor Mission ar- 
rived May 8, in the zone of the American 
expeditionary force and they saw the 
Americans Who were éngaged recentiy 
at Seicheprey, and now are resting in 
billets not far from the line. The party 
was entertained at dinner by General 
Pershing. 


Twelve Dresden members of the Inde- 
pendent Socialist party of Germany have 
been charged with high treason by the 
imperial court at Leipzig, a dispatch 
from that city to the Vorwaerts of Ber- 
lin reports. Thep distributed pamphlets 
last year advocating the overthrow of 
the German empire. 


The Central News says that enemy 
agents are purchasing large quantities 
of United States notes for shipment to 
Austria by way of Switzerland, to be 
used for the purchase of this year’s 
crop from the Ukraine. Russian peasants 
it is explained, will only accept American 
notes in payment for their product. 


A large German patrol attempted to 
rush the American positions on the Pi- 
cardy front during Wednesday night, 
May 8, but was driven off. The Ger- 
mans. failing to entice the Americans 
from their trenches, attacked, but the 
Americans made it so hot for them that 
they fled in confusion. 


A vigorous counter-attack Wednesday 
night, May 8, resulted in the re-estab- 
lishment of the allied line in the Voor- 
mezeele-la Clytte sector, where the Ger- 
mans in a local attack the day previous 
succeeded in making some advance. This 
operation, though comparatively small, 
developed hard fighting throughout most 
of the day and into the night. 


The Germans had intended to make a 
much more pretentious assault in Flan- 
ders May 8 than they were actually able 
to carry out, it has been learned. Their 
failure was due to the excellent work 
of the allied gunners and to a small co- 
incident operation by the French east of 
Scherpenberg, which came at the right 
moment to help upset the enemy plans in 
this sector. 


SHOOTS DOWN GERMAN 
GETS GROSS AS BOOTY 


Letter to Mother Tells of ‘‘Doug’’ 
Campbell's First Victory 


San Francisco — A strip of airplane 
cloth marked with the black cross of the 
German air fleet which her son had cut 
from a Hun machine that he had 
“crashed” has been received by Mrs. W. 
W. Campbell, Wife of the director of 
Lick Observatory, as a souvenir of the 
first victory of her son, Douglas Camp- 
bell, twenty-one-year-old flyer with the 
United States Army in France, who en- 
listed in San Francisco. 3 

Here is the mother’s own story of the 
victory as written by Mrs. Campbell to 
Mrs. R. G. Aitkin in this city and turned 
over to recruiting agents at 660 Market 
street. 

“Douglas had written on April 13 that 
he was then to go on duty on alternate 
days, ready to fly at an instant’s no- 
tice and fight enemy planes. His first as- 
assignment came next morning from 6 a. 
m. to 10 a.m. He and his partner, Win- 
slow—they go up in pairs, it seems— 
were ready, dressed for flying before 6. 

“About 8:30 came word that two Ger- 
man planes were coming over and with- 
in fiVe minutes Douglas was up 600 
meters. 

“The visability was low. For a few 
moments he could see nothing. Winslow, 
who rose just after Douglas, saw one of 
the Germans and promptly engaged. In 
another moment Douglas was aware that 
bullets were coming through his ma- 
chine. 

“His German had spied him first. 
Douglas thought it was a two man ma- 
chine, which carries a gun that can be 
' pointed in any direction except down, 380 
he promptly dived, got below the other 


machine, then turned his machine 
straight up and fired, smashing the Ger- 
man’s engine first thing. : 


“The ‘German went down at a 45-de- 
gree. angle. Douglas fired some fifty 
rounds and set thé machine in a blaze. 
Douglas was untouched. The German 
machine was on fire, but Douglas man- 
aged to iand time to eut. the; black 
cross from one of the wings and sent 

chet home in his letter.” : 
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PLANS FOR GREATER 
PORT ARE OUTLINED 


Harbor Survey Committee to Submit 
Plan For Increased Shipping 
Facilities at San Francisco 


San Francisco—Comprehensive recom- 
mendations for the expansion of the 
shipping facilities of the port to meet 
fter-the-war conditions, when San Fran- 
cisco’s commerce will be the greatest in 
its history, are made in a report of the 
harbor survey committee of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, follow- 
ing an exhaustive inquiry of more than 
four months. 

The principal recommendations in the 
report will be: 

1.—Heavy toll for allowing freight to 
stay on wharves more than necessary 
period. 

2.—Use of motor-driven vehicles on 
piers and bulkheads to speed up handling 
of cargo. 

3.—Improvements of belt railroad, in- 
cluding double tracking from the Presi- 
dio to the channel. 

4.—Rapid completion of wharves un- 
der course of construction . 

The committee inspected the entire 
water front after the report was drafted 
by its secretary and concluded there wag 
no congestion at the present time. The 
members were not concerned with con- 
ditions as they are now, however, but 
with possibilities when the port’s busi- 
ness increases, as all shipping men say 
it is bound to increase after the war. — 

The committee found that whatever 
congestion has existed on the wharves 
was brought about, partly at least, by 
the practice of merchants and steamship 
companies of using the piers as ware- 
houses. In order to prevent a recur- 
rence of any such conditions, the com- 
mittee recommends the levying of a 
high charge on the shipper for allowing 
his freight to remain more than a reas- 
onable time where {it was discharged. 

The keynote of the report is that more 
speed in the handling of cargoes with 
the wharf space at the shippers’ dipos- 
al is equal to an extension in the amount 
of space. The committee is of the opin- 
ion that improvements suggested in the 
report will be sufficient for putting this 
port in the front rank among the great 
ports of the world. 

Committee members were impressed 
by the lack of motor trucks on wharves 
where freight had accumulated. In ad- 
dition to motor-driven vehicles, the sug- 
gestion is made for installation of an 
open wharf of derricks for handling 
heavy machinery, 

The double tracking of the belt rall- 
road is imperative, according to the com- 
mittee, in order to keep freight moving 
to and from the piers. Switching facilli- 
ties of the state road, the report says, 
could be increased by the employment 
of the space on the seawall lots. More 
equipment in the way of locomotives 
and cars is suggested. 

The report urges the completion of 
the CHina basin bulkhead wharf, and 
suggestions are made for changes in 
other wharves. The members of the har- 
bor survey committee are: Miles Stand- 
ish, chairman; F. M. Barry, R. H. 
Swayne, Seth Mann, F. S. Moody, T. A. 
Graham, J. R. Rosseter, A. T. de Forrest, 
R. C. Reid, W. T. Smith and H. J. Brun- 
nier. 


5 YEARS IN PRISON 
FOR OTTO. JANSON 


Head of Oakland Iron Works Is 
Sentenced on Disloyalty Charges 


San Francisco—Otto Janson, head of 
the Janson Iron Works of Oakland and 
the first German-American to appear in 
the local federal courts on charges of 
disloyalty, was sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment at McNeil island May 10, 
by Federal Judge M. T. Dooling. 

In sentencing Janson, who suffered a 
change of heart and sought permission 
to join the United States Navy since be- 
ing indicted, Judge Dooling took occa- 
sion to condemn organizations of citi- 
zens taking it upon themselves to punish 
pro-Germans, ; 

Judge Dooling scored Janson, for his 
sentiments expressed to several wit- 
nesses. 

“It is a matter of public notoriety,” 
said Judge Dooling, “that throughout 
the country at this time there are mis- 
guided citizens organizing themselves 
into so-called Knights of Liberty and 
Ku Klux Klan and other organizations 
for the purpose of dealing with these 
people in the country presumably on the 
theory that the courts are not able to do 
it, or will not. It seems to be difficult to 
make some people realize that this coun- 
try is really at war and in earnest about 
it, and that all the energies of this coun- 
try must be bent to the winning of the 
war.” ri 

Judge Dooling asserted that he im- 
posed a substantial sentence upon Jan- 
son for the purpose of checking others. 

“Why a young man born in this coun- 
try,” said Judge Dooling, “should enter- 
tain views of this kind—TI have no doubt 
that he entertains them, because these 
declarations were not made to single in- 
dividuals or at one time—I cannot un- 
derstand. I have an idea that if he were 
in Germany, which he 80 much loves, and 
should make declarations of that kind 
against the German, government he 
would be dealt with.much more harshly 
than he could be in this country.” 

Nine American gunners were killed 
and seven injured more or less seriously 
near Benbrook, a few miles west of 
Fort Worth, Texas, when a three-inch 
shell exploded at 3°o’clock P. M., May. 8. 
One:gun crew, comprised of members of 
the headquarters company of the: ‘141st 
infantry, was entirely wiped out and a 
second crew from headquarters company 
ofthe 142d infantry suffered heavy 
casaulties. Six of the men were killed 
instantly and three died -within a short 
time after the explosion. An attempt 
on the part of a gunner to force the 
shell, which apparently did not -fit, 
down a trénch mortar, is believed to 
have been responsible for the accident.

“An ounce of salt a day in the ra- 
tions is all right for eows,” says G. L. 
Stearns, formerly of the Vina Ranch. 
This is probably not enough, so 
there, ought to be some stock salt 
in the yards for cows to eat at 
pleasure. Sometimes in feeding cows 
for official test, as mueh as 3 ounces 
per day is mixed in the feed. This 
makes the cows thirsty and they 
drink more water and produce more 
milk. But it is necessary to be very 
careful in feeding salt in the rations, 
for it is apt to give them the scours 
and is also likely to clog their ap- 
petite so they will not eat enough 
to make a record yield of milk.

It Pays to Salt Your Hay 
When Stacking or Baling 


Cattle Eat Up Salty Forage Clean 
(From Pacific Rural Press) 


The amount put into hay in stack- 

ing depends on the amount of hay 
"expected to eat. 
Twenty pounds per ton in general 
may be all right if the stock has 
plenty of other food. But a cow 
which has nothing but hay will eat 
five tons per year if she weighs 1200 
pounds, aceording to Mr. Stearns. 
At the rate of 20 pounds per ton, 
this would force the cow to eat a 
trifle over 4 ounces per day, which 
is altogether too much. 

When it seems that there is dan- 
ger of too much salt in the feed, a 
satisfactory test may be made by 
offering salt separately; and if the 
cow doesn’t eat it, less of the salty 
feed may be given until she will.
